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1 . Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

It appears the specification does not have support for the combination of limitations of a 
first and second detectors to detect respectively a first and a second detection beam output 
from the sample that result from the first and second incident electron beams impinging on 
the first and second portion of the sample" and "a deflector shared by the first and second 
incident electron beams for directing the first and the second incident electron beams 
towards the first and second portion of the sample and directing the first and second 
detection electron beams output from the sample towards the detector" because neither 
figure 1 A nor figure 3 do not have support for such combination. It appears that the device of 
fig. 1 A does not have first and second detectors and the device of Fig. 3 does not have polepieces 
to generate a magnetic focusing field that operates to focus the first and the second incident 
electron beams toward a first and second portion of the sample respectively. As a result, the 
instant claims 1-17 are improperly claimed. 

2. Since claims are indefinite, no art has been applied to these instant claims. 

3. It appears that the references cited on PTO-1449 filed on 04/02/03 have not been 
received, therefore this PTO-1449 has not been considered by Examiner. Applicants are 
requested to resubmit these references in the next communication. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Groves et al (Pat # 5,981,962) disclose distributed direct write lithography system using 
multiple variable shaped electron beam. 

Kazumori (Pat # 6,600,156) disclose scanning electronic microscope.
